Zanzibar, Aug. 27.—The palace of 


tliB Sultau of ^Zanzibar was bombarded 
this morning and at noon was a mass 
of blazing ruins. 
The usurping chief- 


tain, Said Kloaled, and the commander 
of his forces, Said Sales, escaped with 
some of their followers and took refuge 
with the German consulate. 


The bofubardmeut was the result of 


instructions received yesterday 
from 


tho British government to demand the 
surrender of the usurping Sultan, who 
ffiis believed to have poisoned the late 
Sultan. The demand was made this 
moruiug and it was refused. 
The 


bombardment began shortly after nine 
o'clock, the gun-boats sending a storm 
of shell arid shot into the palace, caus- 
ing death to hundreds of the defenders. 
The gnus of the defenders' batteries on 
shore were also dismounted and the 
gunners driven away. :The 
palace 


afterwards 
burned. 
The 
Sultan's 


armed steamer fired at the war ships, 
bat was quickly sunk. 


The loss to defenders is not ^nown, 


but it is heavy. They returned the fire 
of the gunboats with great persistance.

lauded aud captured all the insurgents 
who had not escaped. There were no 
casualties among the British troops 
ashoro. 
Order will be restored before 


nightfall and the government will be 
administered by Admiral Rawson un^il 
further instructions are received from 
the English government.

at Port Antonio, Jamacia. The first 
news of the arrival of the Laurada 
was a cablegram received from Port 
Antonio by Captain John D. Part, an- 
nouncing the arrival of the steamer a< 
that port and also the bursting of 
three boiler tubes. 


Later a cipher dispatch was received 


"by the leader of the Cuban Junta in 
in this city, stating that the Laurada 
had landed her immense cargo on the 
southern coast of Cuba, in Santa Clara 
.province. The cipher also told that the 
Cubans aboard the steamship had land- 
ed with the cargo. 


The cargo of the filibustering craft 


consisted of 53,000 pounds of dynamite, 
in six inch sticks; eleven field guns, 
four cannon and seven gatling, a quan- 
ity of ammunition and nearly two hun- 
dred men. 


RED RUIN 


Marks the Course of the Struggle 


for Cuban Freedom. 


Havana, Aug. 27.—It is 
reported 


here that the insurgents recently burn- 
ed over thirty coffee and cocoa planta- 
tions in the province of Santiago de 
Cuba. Among the larger plantations 
burned were the splendid estates of 
Aurora, Sempatia and Dolorita. It is 
estimated that more than one million 
dollars' worth of property was destroy- 
ed. 
These estates were owned by 


French citizens who were not sympa- 
thizers with the insurgents, but who 
have remained neutral from the com- 
mencement of the troubles in Cuba. 


At a meeting of the-board of trade 


Tuesday it was deliberately announc- 
ed that the decree prohibiting the 
planting, cultivation and harvesting of 
the sugar and coffee crops would be 
strictly enforced: Some of the mer- 
chants were evidently discontented, 
but the majority of those in attend- 
ance, who are apparently loyal to Spain, 
approve of the measure. The news- 
papers of Ilavana make no comment 
upon Capt. Gen. Weyler's recent orders 
concerning sugar and coffee planta- 
tions. 


The recent report circulated to the 


effect that the 
Havana' university 


would be closed and the building used 
as a military hospital, - is pronounced 
untrue by the Spanish authorities. It 
is said by the officials that the report 
was probably circulated for the pur pose 
of exciting the native Cubans against 
the Spanish soldiejs.

SENATOR STEWART'S 


Letter Replying to Sherman's Co 


lumbus Speech. 


Washington, Aug. £7,—Senator Stew- 


art, of Nevada, has given to the press 
a 5,000-word open letter to Senator 
Sherman as a reply to his recent speech 
opening the Ohio campaign at Colum- 
bus. He accuses Senator Sherman of 
greatly misrepresenting hira and of 
quoting garbled extracts from his(Stew- 
art's) speech in the Senate June 11 
1874. 
By way 
of explanation Mr. 


Stewart yays he at that time inadver- 
tently used the term "gold" for "specie" 
which was very common in those days. 
Senator Stewartquoteslargely from his 
1874 speech to show that he was then 
advocating the "coin standard of both 
gold and silver" instead of advocating 
"gold" as reported by Senator SUlsr- 
man. Much space is taken to show by 
quotations from speeches, messages, 
etc., that the demonetization of silver 
in the mint act was secretly accom- 
plished. 
Senator Sherman is chal- 


lenged to point to a single word 
spoken in debate, up to March 4, 1870. 
when his (Stewart's) term' expired, 
that related to the demonetization of 
silver. 


Senator Stewart, in conclusion, says 


the facts convict Mr. Sherman of lio.v- 
ing imposed upon the senate in secur- 
ing the demonetizotion of silver. 


"You knew what you were doing at 


the time. No other senator has con- 
fessed that he did," writes Senator 
Stewart. He charges that the scheme 
was successful because the law came in 
the shape of a codification bill, coming 
from the department, and by reason ot 
this fact Senator Sherman was able 
"to cunningly mislead the senate." 


Continuing he says Sherman left the 


senate every time he (Stewart) spoke 
to avoid debate in which Senator Sher- 
man would be called upon to explain. 


''Instead of meeting me. in the senate 


and debating the question in the usual 
way," says Senator Stewart, "you go n 
thousand miles away and reiterate 
your falsehoods. 


"I have examined with care your 


various attempts to defend yourself 
against the charge that you demone-

The truth 
s that we are paid not in gold, but in 
foods.

* suggested? (Hear, hear!) We, who 
lave lent hundreds, nay thousands pf 
millions, to foreign nations, shall ask 
them that for this money they shall 
live us less in return than we now re- 
vive."

This presents the 'issue square and 


clear. American producers now pay 
double value in goods to .Enlgand, on 
our indebtedness, and this double value 
comes from the inceased purchasing 
Jower of gold following the demon- 
etization of silver. 


Take an ob'ject lesson. To maintain 


he gold standard this government has 
ssned since'1894 $262,000,000 bonds. 
[n the thirty years when they fall due 
the tax-payers of the United States 
will have paid bn these bonds, princi- 
pal and interest, the enormous sum of 
£520,000,000. There is not a stick of 
imber to show for this vast debt. 
It 


is a monument to the gold standard, 
and it must be paid by the labor and 
arodnotive energies of the country, by 
;axes on the food, shelter and clothing 
of the people. If the income tax on 
surplus wealth had been, allowed to 
stand, the millionaire money interests 
would have had to contribute their just 
share.

this wheat crop would have paid the 
debt twice over. Here we see precisely 
what Sir William Harcourt meant in 
scouting the idea of international bi- 
metallism when he said the English 
were not such fools as to assent to bi- 
metallism and so receive half the rner 
chandise they get as interest on Ameri- 
can investments. 


But the Ameircans, it appears, are

In 


1873, ganged by John Bull's monetary 
yardstick, the gold dollar had less 
value than six pounds of cotton; in 
,1896 it has greater value than twelve 
In 1878 a bushel of wheat was worth 
$1.16 in gold; last year but 65 cents 
In 1873 the flour we exported to pay 
our debts was worth $6.71; last year 
barrel of flour.paid only $3.56 debt. 


This way of doubling our debts for 


the profit of our British creditors is the 
McKinley, panacea, with tho added 
relish of further bond issues to main- 
tain the'gold standard. It is a British 
money-grabbing policy at the expense 
of the American people, and Mark 
Hanna seeks to maintain it by arraying 
the money interests, the trusts, corpor- 
ations and monopolies in solid phalanx 
on behalf of a financial system devised 
by British greed for the befljefit of Brit- 
ish interests. 


On the other hand, Bryan presents 


the people an American policy, devised 
by Americans for the benefit of Ameri- 
can interests.—Pittsburg Post.

There is a story 
that once when a Portsmouth man ap- 
plied for admission at the golden gates, 
Peter knowing the weakness of citizens 
for the place said, "Well, you can go 
in, but yon won't be satisfied,

A small advertisement is better than 


none, but it isn't so likely to bring 
profitable returns as a big one. 
Some- 


times it is expedient to use a very 
small space. At such times particular 
care should be taken in the prepara- 
tion. If a small advertisement is to do 
any good at all it must be of a better 
quality in proportion than a big_adver- 
tisement. 


It.is comparatively easy to construct 


a good advertisement if you have all 
the space you want to do it in. Skill 
is shown when a good : advertisement 
is put into contracted space. 
Small, 


advertisements can be made to pay, but 
they must be entirely different from 
the general run of small advertise- 
ments. It is so much harder work and 
takes so much longer time to make a 
good advertisemment for a small space 
than for a large one, that very often it 
would be cheaper to take more space 
and save the time. 


There is'a, lot of money wasted, in 


advertising, because merchants are too 
economical with their space. It is 
much easier to waste money by using 
insufficient space than by using too : 
much. One good advertisement is bet- 
ter than three or four poor ones. Yon 
might give a nail a thousand light taps 
and not get it into the wood a sixteenth 
of an inch.

through. 
Two or three good, strong 


blows with a hammer would drive it 
clear home. 


Use small advertisements when you 


have to, use big advertisements every 
time you can. If yon will consider the 
money spent in advertising in -its 
proper light, as an investment, you 
will not very often think that the space 
must be reduced.

Full Particulars of the Michigan 


Fire—L*oss Amounts to 


Millions.

Milwaukee, Wis., Aug. 27.—A special 


to The Wisconsin 
from Hough ton, 


Mich., gives particulars of the fire 
which destroyed Ontonagon. 
The fire 


originated in a swamp just south of the 
Diamond Match Company's mill. A 
40-mile gale swept the flames before it 
and the.planing mills, box factory and 
immense dry kilns of the match com- 
pany were soon a mass of ashes. 
The 


flumes then descended on the business 
and residence quarter of the city and 
finally lodged in C5;000,000 feet of 
sawed lumber on the dock. 
The, de- 


struction of the village was complutev 
barely a dozen houses in the suburbs 
remaining standing. 


The onslaught of the flames was so 


sudden, that barely one in 20 succeeded 
in saving any of their effects. The heat 
from the burning mill and lumber was 
so intense that the people were com- 
pelled to seek shelter under trees and 
driftwood along the lake shore. 
Aluny 


walked to Rockland, 15 miles away. 


There are about 1,800 men, women 


and children without food or shelter. 
Many are insufficiently clothed and 
they suffer severely. 


The Diamond Match company lost- 


two fine sawmills, having a daily capa- 
city of 450,000 feet and other mills and 
buildings -worth in all nearly 82,000,000 
and lumber worth nearly '31,000,000! 
Insurance to ^he extent of 875,000 was 
carried with the Fleisheirn agency of 
Menoninee and the Douglass and Van 
Ogden agencies at Hough ton. The loss 
on the balance' of the village \vill foot 
up about $2,000,000, with $300,000 in in- 
surance.
